Approximately 240 Cana¬ 
dian soldiers, from Edmon¬ 
ton and throughout Cana¬ 
da, returned home follow¬ 
ing a 10-month tour. Mem¬ 
bers of Task Force 5-09 
were the headquarters ele¬ 
ment that commanded all 
Canadian troops in Kanda¬ 
har Province, Afghanistan.

Vance, all were glad to be 


home and proud of their 
mission. A flight delay 
added to the anticipation 
for those awaiting the re¬ 
turn from Afghanistan. The 
troops deplaned at Edmon¬ 
ton International Airport 
before taking a convoy 
through the city to the Ed¬ 
monton Garrison. 

“It’s 10 months since we

The July 2008 evaluation 
was obtained by The Cana¬ 
dian Press under the 
Access to Information Act, 
following a nine-month de¬ 
lay.

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Stelmach blasts Gore over oilsands remarks 

Americans trying to deflect attention from their own emissions issues, premier suggests 


Premier Ed Stelmach is fir¬ 
ing back at former U.S. 
vice-president Al Gore 
over his latest remarks dis¬ 
paraging Alberta’s 
massive oilsands projects. 

Gore says extracting oil 
from Alberta’s tarsands 
jeopardizes the survival of 
our species. 

When asked for his reac¬ 


tion to Gore’s remarks, 
Stelmach pointed out that 
Gore is no longer an elect¬ 
ed leader in the U.S. 

“He is the former vice- 
president,” said the pre¬ 
mier, smiling broadly as 
others close to him chuck¬ 
led. 

Stelmach then suggested 
U.S. political leaders ap¬ 


pear bent on deflecting at¬ 
tention from their own 
emissions problems. 

“The No. 1 one issue that 
they’re facing in the Unit¬ 
ed States is coal-fired elec¬ 
tricity generation and 
they’ve got to deal with it,” 
Stelmach said yesterday. 

“Unfortunately, some 
governors and political 


leaders are trying to focus 
on something else as op¬ 
posed to the issue they 
have right in their own 
backyard.” 

Gore concedes that his 
stand won’t make him 
popular in Alberta and a 
lot of money is at stake. He 
told the Toronto Star this 
week that a lot of lives and 


the future of civilization 
“are also at stake.” 

Gore has derided West¬ 
ern Canada’s oilsands de¬ 
velopments before. In a 
2006 interview with 
Rolling Stone magazine, 
he called such projects 
“crazy.” 

Stelmach suggested U.S. 
politicians will be putting 


themselves in harm’s way 
with voters if they overre¬ 
act with expensive meas¬ 
ures to reduce emissions. 

Gore recently released a 
book titled Our Choice, in 
which he argues that hu¬ 
mans have no choice but 
to stop using the atmos¬ 
phere as “an open sewer.”

PM to release prisoner docs 

Opposition fears it will get censored versions 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper moved yesterday 
to calm the political storm 
surrounding the handover 
of Afghan prisoners, vow¬ 
ing to release all “legally 
available” documents re¬ 
lated to the matter. 

But the assurance did lit¬ 
tle to appease opposition 
MPs, who fear they will get 
censored versions. They 
continued to hammer 
away on the issue of what 
the government knew in 
2006-07 about the threat of 
torture in Afghan jails 
even as Canadian soldiers 
transferred detainees. 

Liberal Leader Michael 
Ignatieff said that from the 
“cascade” of reports in 
2006 and 2007 about tor¬ 
ture, Harper must have 
known about the danger, 
yet did nothing to stop the 
prisoner transfers. 


Remarks 

• In his first remarks since 
Richard Colvin's explosive 
testimony last week before 
a parliamentary committee 
studying Canada's handling 
of battlefield detainees, the 
prime minister urged oppo¬ 
sition parties to hear from 
the government's former 
top adviser for the 
Afghanistan mission later 
this week. 

“It defies belief that this 
information never reached 
the prime minister,” Ig¬ 
natieff told the House of 
Commons. 

“How can anyone be¬ 
lieve that the prime minis¬ 
ter did not himself know 
about torture in Afghan 
jails and the risk that de¬ 
tainees transferred there 


would be tortured?” 

Harper, speaking for the 
first time since the contro¬ 
versy ignited last week, 
brushed the accusation 
aside. 

“The fact of the matter is 
that whenever Canadian 
diplomats or Canadian mil¬ 
itary officials have con¬ 
crete evidence, substantial 
evidence, of any kind of 
abuse, they take appropri¬ 
ate action.”

range of those issues.”

ver Games could result in 
women being forced into 
prostitution by organized 
crime keen to profit from 
the sea of visitors who will 
flood into the Vancouver 
area in February.

learned we were pumping 
tonnes of greenhouse gases 
into the atmosphere. That 
increased the carbon diox¬ 
ide count to record levels, 
unleashing a greenhouse 
effect that causes a rise in 
temperature, which has an 
impact on the delicate bal¬ 
ance of nature. 

But then it got political. 
Atmospheric carbon con¬ 
tinues to reach record lev¬ 
els eveiy year, but a whole 
bunch of clever people ar¬ 
gue that climate change is a 
natural fluctuation in solar 
activity and there’s nothing 


we can do about it. 

Don’t wony, be happy. Or 
something. I have no idea 
what the global warming 
deniers want to do; they’re 
too busy denying. As far as I 
can tell, they don’t want 
the rest of the world telling 
the developed nations — 
that’s us — to reduce our 
carbon emissions. Let them 
clean up their own act first. 

So is it better to whistle 
in the dark and let the plan¬ 
et take care of itself? 

Unlike the baristas and 
bus drivers, I am not a cli¬ 
mate scientist. Even if I 


were, I would probably not 
entirely agree with other 
scientists. It’s hard enough 
to predict the local weather 
24 hours in advance. The 
whole planet 50 to 100 
years in advance? That’s a 
job for a highly skilled cli¬ 
mate expert like the guy at 
Starbucks. 

The deniers are having 
an effect. A recent poll 
found the number of Amer¬ 
icans who believe there is 
solid scientific evidence for 
global warming has de¬ 
creased by 20 per cent to 57 
per cent since 2007. Gla¬ 


ciers continue to melt, seas 
continue to warm, and cli¬ 
mate continues to change. 
Just don’t ask why. 

So what happens now? 
Apparently, if we follow the 
deniers’ advice, nothing. 
Business as usual. Kind of 
like Stephen Harper’s gov¬ 
ernment, which is merely 
relieved that the new 
greenhouse gas targets, 
originally set for the Copen¬ 
hagen summit next month, 
have been postponed until 
the next round. Whew 

Meanwhile, 4.4 new cli¬ 
mate experts are bom 


every second while the ca¬ 
pacity of the planet is seri¬ 
ously overburdened by the 
6.8 billion who already ex¬ 
ist. That’s a lot of expert hot 
air. I suppose we could try 
to cut it back and work to¬ 
gether in the spirit of dis¬ 
covery before the oil mns 
out or, even worse, the wa¬ 
ter mns dry. 

Or we could always just 
keep arguing. For that, we 
have the technology.

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Animal sacrifice begins 

200,000 to be slaughtered as Hindu festival begins in Nepal 


A butcher prepares to kill a buffalo with his knife during a mass 
sacrifice ceremony in Nepal yesterday. 


The ceremony began with 
prayers in a temple by tens 
of thousands of Hindus be¬ 
fore dawn yesterday. Then 
it shifted to a nearby 
corral, where in the cold 
morning mist, scores of 
butchers wielding curved 
swords began 
slaughtering buffalo calves 
by hacking off their heads. 

Over two days, 200,000 
buffaloes, goats, chickens 
and pigeons will be killed as 
part of a blood-soaked festi¬ 
val held every five years to 
honour Gadhimai, a Hindu 
goddess of power. 

While cows are sacred 
and protected by law in 
Nepal, animal sacrifice has a 
long history in this over¬ 
whelmingly Hindu country 
and parts of neighbouring 
India. The Bariyapur festival 
has become so big, in part, 
because such ceremonies 
have been banned in many 
areas in the neighbouring 
Indian state of Bihar. 

And while it is criticized 
by animal-rights protesters, 
the festival is defended as a 
centuries-old tradition. 

Many Nepalis believe that 
sacrifices in Gadhimai’s ho¬ 
nour will bring them pros¬ 
perity. They also believe that 
by eating the meat, which is 
taken back to their villages 
and consumed during 
feasts, they will be protected 
from evil. 

The ceremony, which 
goes back for generations, 


has enormous resonance in 
a country where the per 
capita income is about $25 a 
month, illiteracy is wide¬ 
spread and vast social di¬ 
vides have left millions 
working as tenant farmers

for feudal landlords. 

Even many educated 
Nepalis see value in the tra¬ 
dition. 

Om Prasad, a banker from 
the nearby city of Birgunj, 
brought offerings of fruit 
and flowers to the festival, 
but said he believed people 
should be able to sacrifice 
animals if they want. 

“It is their tradition, and it 
is fine if they continue to 
follow it. No one should try 
to tell them they can’t fol¬ 
low what their ancestors 
did,” he said.

Washington Signalling an 
imminent decision on new 
troop levels for the 
Afghanistan war, U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama said 
yesterday he intends to “fin¬ 
ish the job” on his watch 
and destroy terrorist net¬ 
works in the region. 

The president said he 
would announce his deci¬ 
sion on how many addition¬ 


al soldiers to deploy to 
Afghanistan after U.S. 
Thanksgiving tomorrow. 

The White House is aim¬ 
ing for an announcement 
by Obama next week, either 
Tuesday or possibly 
Wednesday, in a national 
address. Congressional 
hearings will follow imme¬ 
diately. Military officials and 
others expect Obama to set¬ 


tle on a middle-ground op¬ 
tion that would deploy an 
eventual 32,000 to 35,000 
additional U.S. forces to the 
conflict. 

“It is my intention to fin¬ 
ish the job,” Obama said of 
the war in Afghanistan that 
has been going on for eight 
years — since shortly after 
the Sept. 11 attacks in 2001.

The recession as ex¬ 
perienced by 
individual Canadi¬ 
ans has been signif¬ 
icantly longer and 
worse than the offi¬ 
cial record 
indicates, says a 
new report. 

An analysis by 
Toronto-based Dale 
Orr Economic In¬ 
sight found that 
Canada’s economy

2007, not just since 
the fall of 2008 
when the economy 
began contracting.

Auto fumes, airborne 
pollutants, smog — it’s a 
nasty world out there. 
Keeping it all outside is 
the job of Lexus’ new Au¬ 
tomatic Recirculation 
Control. 

All cars have a recircula¬ 
tion button on their cli¬ 
mate control, which keeps 
outside air from entering 
the cabin, but you must 
adjust those manually. 
The Lexus system does it 
automatically, even keep¬ 
ing out some odourless 
and potentially harmful 
pollutants you may not re¬ 
alize are there. 

“The system has a sen¬ 
sor right behind the 
grille,” says Glenn Allce- 
ma, team lead at the Lexus 
Academy in Toronto. 

“It is always detecting 
carbon monoxide, hydro¬ 
carbons and nitrous ox¬ 
ides — essentially, smog. 
It’s basically the same 
type of sensor that’s in the 
carbon monoxide alarm in 
your house. 

When it senses levels in 
excess of a certain quanti¬ 
ty, it closes the flaps that 
allow air to come in from 
outside, so we’re not 
bringing any more smog 
into the interior of the ve¬ 
hicle.”

odours, the system did an 
excellent job of identify¬ 
ing a dead skunk I passed 
on the side of the road. 

Without the system on, 
the stench immediately 
filled my test vehi¬ 
cle. A 

When I drove 
past it again 
with the system 
activated, the 
green light came 
on to indicate it 
had detected pollu-^ 
tants and was actively 
keeping them out. 

“It isn’t designed specifi¬ 
cally for animal odour, but 
there may be something 
in the makeup of skunk 
odour that triggered the 
sensor,” Alkema says. In

any case, it was impossi¬ 
ble to tell that the critter 
was there. 

“It’s intended for gases 
that are recognized as be¬ 
ing detrimental to human 
health,” Alkema says. 

“We’re able to detect 
parts per million in the at¬ 
mosphere. When you’re 
stuck in stop-and-go traf¬ 
fic, surrounded by all 
these harmful gases, the 
system will switch to re¬ 
circulation to keep them 
from entering the cabin 
until you’re in an area 
where that has dropped to 
a safe level.” 

The system is also found 
on the all-new Lexus HS 
2 5Oh hybrid, along with 
two other optional fea¬ 
tures to improve cabin air.

If Charles Darwin was for¬ 
mulating his theories on 
the evolution of species 
today, he could easily 
include a chapter or two 
on the Porsche 911 (flat- 
sixus rapidus). Porsche’s 
iconic sports car has been 
around for 46 years — an 
eternity in automo¬ 
tive terms — yet 
its lineage can be 
traced back even 
further to a pre¬ 
war beetle 
(VW). 

And so we come 
to the alpha 2010 911 
Turbo — the seventh gen¬ 
eration of this 911 sub¬ 
species that first smoked its 
rear tires in 1975. Not an all- 
new car, this is a major re¬ 
fresh of the 997-based Tur¬ 
bo that was launched in 
2006. 

The 2010 Porsche 911 
Turbo goes on sale in Cana¬ 
da in January 2010 — 
$165,300 for the Coupe 
with the Cabriolet bowing 
at $178,400. 

Visual upgrades for 2010 
are subtle — the big 
changes lie beneath the 
skin. 

The heart of the 2010 Tur¬ 
bo is an all-new dry sump 
3.8L bi-turbo direct injec¬ 
tion flat-six that makes 500 
hp and 479 lb.-ft. of torque 
(up 20 hp and 22 lb.-ft. from 
last year’s 3.6L Turbo). 

Along with the six-speed 
manual transmission, a sev¬ 
en-speed dual-clutch PDK 
sequential transmission is 
now available, replacing the 
previous car’s geriatric 5- 
speed Tiptronic S. Real pad¬ 
dle shifters are offered 
(thank you!) with an $840 
sports steering wheel. As 
with all Porsche Turbos 
since 1995, the car is all¬ 
wheel drive. 

Also new is Porsche 
Torque Vectoring (PTV) sys-

tern that applies brake 
intervention to the inside 
rear wheel when cornering 
to reduce understeer. 

All Canadian cars are 
equipped with the Sport 
Chrono Package. This in¬ 
cludes launch control, an 
aggressive 

transmission/throttle Sport 
Plus setting and a 10-second 
overboost function that 
bumps torque to a seismic 
516 lb.-ft. 

Forward thrust can be 
best described as laughably 
ridiculous. A Coupe fitted 
with the PDK transmission 
blasts to 100 km/h in an eye¬ 
ball compressing 3.4 sec¬ 
onds (3.5 for the Cabriolet). 

On the famed racetrack 
in Estoril, Portugal, the Tur¬ 
bo proved veiy easy to drive 
quickly, offering sensation¬ 
al grip, quick turn in, and 
great balance. It was happy 
to settle into a perfectly 
manageable four-wheel 
drift that was easily mas¬ 
saged with gentle throttle 
and steering inputs. 

In light of the fact that 
few 911 Turbos will be used 
in this way, half of my seat 
time was spent in a red 
Cabriolet coursing the in¬ 
credibly scenic Portuguese 
coastal and inland roads. 

Yes, the ride is a bit stiff, 
even with the standard

S tay out of the en¬ 
gine compartment.” 
That’s what you au¬ 
tomakers are say¬ 
ing, or at least im¬ 
plying, when we owners lift 
the hood of our cars, and 
are confronted with nicely- 
finished plastic coverings as 
far as the eye can see — but 
precious little actual me¬ 
chanical or electrical com¬ 
ponents. 

Some makes, like BMW, 
have even got rid of the en¬ 
gine oil dipstick, replacing 
it with a sensor and a dash 
readout. I didn’t ask to be 
bom this way, but I am one 
of those people, and I know 
there are more than a few 
of us, who actually like to 
pull out the engine oil dip¬ 
stick on occasion, to check 
the level, AND to contem¬ 
plate the cleanliness of said 
engine oil. See it with our 
eyes, so to speak. 

The other reason I would 
lament the demise of the 
dipstick, is that it just might 
be one of the best words in 
the automotive lexicon. 
Dipstick. You can’t even say 
it, without the slight antici¬ 
patory joy of maybe using it 
to describe a loved one or a 
colleague in the near future. 

Try that with its possible 
successor... “I can’t believe 
you just did that, you, you 
sensor with a dash read¬ 
out.” Just doesn’t ring tme. 

But with or without the 
dipstick, the entire plasti¬ 
cized engine compartment 
is still, in my books, a ques¬ 
tionable modem advance- 
ment.As we mentioned 
right off the top, it basically 
says, “don’t touch.” Do they 
think most of want to fon¬ 
dle an exhaust gas recircula¬ 


tion valve, just for the fun 
of it? Give us a bit of credit 
here. It’s a bit like those la¬ 
bels on aerosol shaving 
cream cans that advise us to 
keep them away from open 
flames. I mean, even if you 
did that once, 
you’d never do 
it again. 

The other 
aspect that 
galls is that 
it’s hard to see 
the actual de¬ 
sign of the en¬ 
gine compo¬ 
nents and of 
the engine it¬ 
self. Some¬ 
times you 
can’t even tell 
if it’s a four- or 
a six-cylinder 
motor under 
that maze of 
wires and 
plastic. 

Back in the 
day when en¬ 
gine compart¬ 
ments were 
less busy, 
you’d proudly 
throw open 
the hood to 
show off the 
sheer bulk of 
your big-bloclc 
V8 — a very 
recognizable 
shape. Lots of 
engines were 
equally visual¬ 
ly interesting 
and recogniza¬ 
ble, like VW’s 
flat-four, 

Chrysler’s 
slant six, and 
Jaguar’s DO- 
HC straight 
six. 

Does any¬ 
body know 
what his or 
her engine 


looks like these days? 
Would you recognize your 
Camry’s 2.4-litre 14 if it ac¬ 
costed you on the sidewalk 
one day? 

My final point, is that an 
engine compartment that 


looks like the insides of a 
computer, is just another 
marker in the road that’s 
evolving the automobile in¬ 
to more of a commodity 
and/or appliance, and to a 
place where it is less de¬ 
fined by what it’s packing, 
“under the hood.”

Just as you 
switch your 
T-shirt for 
coat and 
mittens, 
you need to 
adjust your 
driving 
habits from 
summer to 
winter. 

“People 
seem sur¬ 
prised and 
shocked 
that a wet, 
slippery 
road isn’t 
going to 
stop them 
as fast as a 
dry road,” 
says Scott 
Marshall, 
director of 
training for 
Young Driv¬ 
ers of Cana¬ 
da. “They 
fail to leave 
extra space 
in front 
while fol¬ 
lowing, and they trust that 
the driver beside them 
won’t slide. These are all 
driving errors.” He offers 
tips on safe driving at 
www.safedriving.word- 
press.com. 

In preparation, outfit 
your car properly. Winter 
tires aren’t just for snow: 
their softer compound 
grips cold roads better than 
all-season, which get hard 
when the temperature 
drops. Make sure they’re 
properly inflated, too. Next, 
check all your fluid levels, 
especially your washer flu¬ 
id, and carry a spare jug: 
heavy salt spray can make 
it impossible to see through 
your windshield, especially 
if the sun is glaring.

On the road, leave 
more space between your 
car and others ahead than 
you might in summer. 
“Most drivers forget that in 
order to respond to a driver 
in front, we need time to 
see, to react, and then to 
stop,” Marshall says. “All 
year round, people make 
the mistake of allowing a 
couple of car lengths. It 
should be at least two sec¬ 
onds instead, and if the 
road is snow-covered, dou¬ 
ble that space. Also, never 
drive beside someone else. 
Don’t trust that the driver 
isn’t going to swerve when 
he hits ice. We call it ‘stag¬ 
ger formation.’ Always have 
a space beside you at all 
times.” 

Many drivers dread 
“black ice,” a thin frozen 
layer that’s often difficult to 
see, and which claims a 
huge number of drivers 
each season. Rather than 
fear it, you should antici¬ 
pate it, Marshall says. “You 
can predict where it might 
be. It will be in areas where 
the sun doesn’t melt it, like 
a tree-laden road, or under 
bridges or tunnels. Also, 
when it’s mild and melts 
during the day, it starts to 
freeze in late afternoon.” 

Skidding on ice is caused 
by changes in speed and di¬ 
rection. Slow down before 
you get to a suspect area, 
and maintain your speed on 
it — don’t speed up or slow 
down. If it’s on a curve, use 
gradual, smooth steering to 
get safely over it. “I haven’t 
slid in decades, because I’m 
anticipating that ice is 
there,” Marshall says.

Stranger under the hood 
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Echo way to go 
funky and frugal 

Just watch for brake-related recalls

Depending on the year 
in question, shoppers will 
find two-door, four-door or 
hatchback models avail¬ 
able. Echo was a good way 
for a variety of drivers to 
get around without break¬ 
ing the bank. 

That’s mainly thanks to 
its tiny 1.5 litre engine 
with a touch over 100 
horsepower. Gas mileage 
is very miserly, and those 
solely using Echo as a sec¬ 
ond car will likely visit the 
gas station very infre¬ 
quently. A CD player was 
standard, as were 14-inch 
wheels and tilt steering. 

A four-speed automatic 
or five-speed stick was 
available, and all models 
were front wheel drive. 
Driven moderately, Echo 
should achieve average fu¬ 
el economy around 6L / 
1001cm. 

Opt for one of the hatch¬ 
back models where possi¬ 
ble. They’re arguably 


sportier looking as well as 
more useful for a wide va¬ 
riety of tasks. 

WHAT OWNERS LIKE: Fuel 
economy, Toyota’s reputa¬ 
tion and the Echo’s funky 
styling were typically rated 
as the biggest draw to the 
Echo. Echo’s plentiful stor¬ 
age compartments and rel¬ 
atively tall, commanding 
driving position were al¬ 
so appreciated. En¬ 
try and exit are 
reportedly easy, k 
too. 


WHAT OWNERS 
HATE: Some 

owners aren’t in 
love with the 
Echo’s cycloptic, cen¬ 
tre-mounted instrument 
cluster, and many report 
that its less-than-stable to 
drive in heavy winds on 
the highway. 

COMMON ISSUES: Run the 

climate control system 
through all fan speeds, tem¬ 
perature settings and out¬ 
lets- ensuring the tempera¬ 
ture selector actually 
changes the temperature of 
the air and that the knob 
moves freely and without 
undue resistance. If that’s 
not the case, a replacement 
temperature control mech¬ 
anism is required. 

Note the gear shifting on 
any model with an auto¬ 
matic transmission, as well 
as the clutch feel on vehi¬ 
cles with a manual. Any 
clutch slippage or rough

operation from an auto¬ 
matic gearbox should be 
investigated. 

Inspect the condition of 
the paint, noting any rust 
that may be forming. Tires 
and brakes should also be 
inspected to ensure the for¬ 
mer owner isn’t trying to 
sell you a brake job or worn- 
out set of tires. 

Note that Echo was sub¬ 
jected to a list of recalls 
to correct issues with 
^ the braking sys¬ 
tem. These re¬ 
calls addressed 
I possibly faulty 
vacuum lines 

F w and seals in the 
' braking system, 
and they should be 
addressed if they 
haven’t been already. An¬ 
other recall dealt with the 
potential for snow and ice 
to build up in the rear 
wheels, which could dam¬ 
age brake lines. 

Make sure these free but 
important safety-related re¬ 
call items were performed 
to the vehicle you’re consid¬ 
ering. 

Ask the vehicles former 
owner, or take its VIN num¬ 
ber to your nearest Toyota 
dealership to be sure. 

THE VERDICT: Find a good 
deal on a well maintained 
Echo, and you’re likely in 
for an inexpensive and 
worry-free driving experi¬ 
ence for years to come. 
Just be sure the important 
recall work has been com¬ 
pleted.

review Old Dogs is tailor- 
made for airline travel. The 
plot, characters, and 
themes are so watered 
down that it’s impossible 
for anyone to be offended, 
while the jokes are so tired 
that they will only induce 
laughter from audiences 
woozy from high altitudes. 

Though not the worst 
movie ever made, Old Dogs 
is definitely high in the 
ranks for the blandest.

Audiences for the show 
might be smaller outside 
the United States, but the 
whole world knows Oprah 
— a celebrity ambassador 
for American culture who 
has influenced everything 
from the aspirations of 
young African girls to the 
global publishing industry. 

In London’s Brixton 
neighbourhood, a centre 
for Britain’s Afro- 

Caribbean community, 
shoppers had warm words 
yesterday for the American 
star. 

“I don’t watch that of¬ 
ten, but she has definitely 
had an impact on me per¬ 
sonally,” said Tanya Wallis, 
46. “She has helped me 
broaden my horizons and 
to diversify to look at oth¬ 
ers with more acceptance. 
We are all part of the hu¬ 
man family.” 


Oprah’s show is syndi¬ 
cated in 145 countries and 
her warm, informal style 
has been copied by TV per¬ 
sonalities around the 
globe. Few, though, have 
achieved her connection 
with a huge audience and 
easy rapport with guests — 
or the sort of political clout 
that saw her endorsement 
help bolster Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s presidential cam¬ 
paign. 

Trisha Goddard, a day¬ 
time TV host sometimes la¬ 
belled “Britain’s Oprah,” 
told the BBC that “there 
were talk show hosts be¬ 
fore her, but they talked. 
She listens.” 


That quality endeared 
her to millions around the 
world. Many of her most 
devoted fans are in South 
Africa, where she put $40 
million into the Oprah 
Winfrey Leadership Acade¬ 
my, a school for underpriv¬ 
ileged girls near Johannes¬ 
burg. 

“It is not just a talk 
show,” said Carla Tamele, a 
20-year-old university stu¬ 
dent in Johannesburg. 
“Oprah attracts the type of 
audience that is family ori¬ 
ented, nurturing and al¬ 
ways seeking to learn 
something new, which I re¬ 
late to.”

INGREDIENTS: 

4 skinless chicken breast 
fillets 

1 garlic clove, chopped 

1 tbsp (15 ml) tikka spice 
mix 

2 tbsp (25 ml) canola oil 
1 onion, sliced 

1 1/3 cups (325 ml) 
basmati rice, rinsed 

2 1/2 cups (625 ml) hot 
vegetable stock 

1/3 cup (75 ml) raisins 
1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
cilantro 

3 1/2 oz (100 g) cherry 
tomatoes, halved 

3 tbsp (45 ml) toasted pine 
nuts 

METHOD: 

1. Cut chicken breast 
fillets into strips and mix 
with half each of garlic 
and tikka spice. Marinate 
while you cook pilaf, turn¬ 
ing chicken strips after 10 
minutes. 

2. Heat canola oil in large 
pot, add onion and 


remaining garlic, and 
cook gently 3 minutes. 

Mix in basmati rice, then 
remaining spice powder. 
Preheat ridged grill pan. 

3. Pour hot stock into rice 
with 1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt and 
raisins. Boil, then simmer. 
Cover and cook 10 
minutes without lifting 
lid. Liquid should have 
been absorbed. If 
necessary, cover and cook 
2 minutes more. Add 
cilantro and tomatoes, stir 
and remove from heat. 
Leave 5 minutes, then fork 
pine nuts through rice 
gently. 

4. Grill chicken strips until 

just firm, turning once. 
Spoon pilaf into serving 
dish and put chicken on 
top.
